INFANTILE PARALYSIS

Infa ntile paralysis is an infectious 
and commun cable disease caused by 
the invasion of the central nervous 
organs—the spinal cord and brain 
of a minuto, microorganism. 
The 
virus 
may 
be 
located 
in 
healthy persons. Tho mucou.; m em ­ 
brane 
oi the 
nose and throat of 
hea lthy 
persons 
who have been in 
intima te conta ct 
with acute cases of 
infantile paralysis may become con­ 
tam inated with 
the virus, and such 
contaminated persons, without tailing 
ill themselves, muy 
convey the in­ 
fection 
to 
other p ersons, chiefly 
children, who develop the disease. 
Fortunately, 
at leas1: 50 to 80 per 
cent, or i veil 
more, 
of mdividualls 
infected with 
tiie microorganism do 
not develop 
paralysis in any form. 
In some oi them there will be a high 
temperature with a sore throat or 
nasal symtomi or a g astro-intestinal 
disturbance of a few days duration, 
followed by complete recovery. These 
undiagnosed cases are, however, the 


most dangerous cases, insofar as the 
public 
is concerned, 
because they 
are potential spreaders 
of the dis­ 
ease, often 
continuing 
their usual 
contact with other children through­ 
out their lines.'. 
Having gained entrance 
to those 
easily accessible 
parts of the body, 
multiplication 
cf 
the virus occurs 
there, following 
which, 
in a small 
percentage of cases, it penetrates to 
the brain and spinal cord by way of 
the lymphatic channels 
tha t con­ 
nect the upper nasal membrane with 
the interior 
of the skull. 
Whether 
or not the virus ever enters the body 
in any other way i 
unknown. 
Individual susceptibility varies. Not 
all children and relatively few adults 
are susceptible to infa ntile paralysis. 
Young children are more susceptible 
generally speaking, than older ones; 
but no age ran be said to be abso­ 
lutely 
insusceptible. 
When several 
children exist in a family or in group 
one may become paralysis while the 
other.-, escape 
altogether or develop 
an acute illness w thout paralysis, or 
such slight and fleeting paralysis as
